'~ Sin: — In rofecouco to the sentence of- 
suspension whioh you have passed and 
served upon mo, and which in your no- 
tices to myself and Churchwardens you 
aro apparently endeavouring to carry out 
as if eirectual and binding in law, I beg 
moat respectfully to quote the following 
from tiio judgment of tho Privy Oounoil 
in tho similar case (so far ds legal juris- 
diction is concerned) of the deprivation 
of tho Bishop of Natal by his Metropoli- 
tan tho Bishop of Capo Town:

1 liavo already ])rotested against tlio 
proceedings which, in my estimation, ren- 
der yoiir .sentence on other grounds ille- 
gal and unjust; but with the above judg- 
ment in view, guarding, as it evidently 
does, beneiioiol interests and oiyil rights 
against sudden and arbitrary encroach- 
ments, I must at present regard the son- 
tenco in question as of none efl'ect, in law, 
and continue to pursue the duties of niy 
cure as heretofore. 

In this course I am sustained by tho 
authorities of tho cungregationj and have 
no intention, as I nev^r haVe had'a^y, of 
resisting the "lawful" dntKbrity ''of the 
Bislioj). I beg to remain most respect- 
fully yours, E. Cridqe.

There 
ia ono thing you may roly upon and tbat 
is, between Lear and Carr affairs hero 
are in a most dejdorable condition. 

Before I left Victoria I saw placarded 
all over town a 

"notice TO MINERS BOUND TO CASSIiB," 

to the eflfept tbat "they' oould buy their 
supplies at Wrangol at Victoria prices." 
Tho man who had that posted up know 
very well tho dangers and com- 
plications which those who buy their 
supplies at Wrangel have to contend with. 
True, in *the early part of last spring 
there were no restrictions on miners tak- 
ing their supplies up the river; but now 
they must run tho gauntlet of tho Cus- 
tombouso hero, and if they escape the 
chances are they will bo captured for 
smuggling by tho British authorities at 
the Hudson Bay Post. This is what is 
called ' 

FREE NAVIGATION OF THE STICKEEN. 

To a fow greedy merchants of Victoria 
and tho stupid Customhouse authorities 
of tbo Dominion belongs the honor of 
having inaugurated a system of custom 
roguallions on the Stickeen Biver which 
is bein^ iiow '^^irlSd iStit 'by 'the. U. S. 
authorities with a verigoance. What if 
the consequence of having blockheads to 
till responsible Government positions 
should result in the assembling of an- 
other "general tribunal." In justice to 
Collector Hamloy, of Victoria, I will 
state that, in order to facilitate the for- 
warding of goods in the early part of the 
sea?on, ho assumed responsibility by 
sending instructions to I\Ir. Hunter, at 
tho II. B. Post, to collect and receive du- 
ties on goods for ono month, while await- 
ing iiiHtructiouH from Ottawa. But this 
favor wa.s not appreciated by troders who 
uudertook to smuggle their goods 
through, soBle.'of whom were caught in 
tho act, and tho result is that Messrs.
